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Genius Finds a Way 


(Stockton Independent) 

It isn’t the job, it’s the man behind it that 
counts. The most menial occupation may be 
dignified by the worker. It is a greater task 
to give dignity to a job than to take dignity 
from a position. Any mediocrity may bask 
under the dignity of high office. It takes a 
real man to make the most ordinary job a 
test of intelligence and skill. 

This is what James Garfield Brown, known 
as ‘‘Indian Jim,’’ and a former Carlisle foot- 
ball star, did on Saturday in a brick-laying 
contest. The same qualities that made Brown 
a football star were shown in the laying of 
brieks. The task was difficult but the same 
man tackled it, and with the same superiority 
to his fellows. 

Brown laid 46,664 bricks in all, represent- 
ing 218 tons, at the rate of about two bricks 
a second for a period of six hours and 46 
minutes. He laid 41614 feet of road 28 feet 
wide, and kept six men busy handing him 
material. He defeated his opponent by 1755 
bricks. 

The football star made himself a bricklay- 
ing champion. He did so by applying the 
same intelligence, the same skill and the same 
native superior genius for excelling in what-° 
ever he attempted. 

It may be claimed that this superior ability 
of such a man as this Carlisle Indian is a gift 
and that it is, therefore, unjust to compare 
the efforts of such a man with others. This 
may be partly admitted. But it does not ex- 
plain his personal superiority in whatever his 
hand found to do. Behind this man, and be- 
hind every man of his kind is the belief that 
whatever is worth doing is worth doing well. 
The recognition of this moral obligation to 
the best effort is the foundation of his suc- 
cess, and gives play to the native ability of 
the worker in whatever line of work. 

It might seem that excellence in bricklaying 
is not so remarkable a feat as it is made out 
to be. It might be held that this job did not 
demand the greatest intelligence, and that it 
was no demonstration of superior ability, but 
is rather a greater ability for purely manual 
labor. Even if this were true, which it is 
not, the winning of a championship in a job 
in which most men might compete gives the 
man a greater distinction since he does better 
than any man alive a job that most men can 
do fairly well. 

Such ability as Indian Jim showed in this 
vricklaying contest, and previously showed in 
taking his place as a star’in football is un- 
doubtedly a particular manifestation of abil- 
ity that would win him distinction in other 
walks of life. His cireumstances are prescrib- 
ed for the display of his greater character, 
but he has moulded his circumstances to 
show it. He is a nobier example of the merit 
that lies in the aphorism: ‘‘Whatever thy 
hands findest to do, do it with all thy might.”’ 
The reward is sure.

Teaching the Bible 


(Colton Courier) 

A sensible solution seems to have been at 
last arrived at in Tennessee, concerning the 
teaching of the Bible in the schools. The new 
law will recognize the other man’s opinions 
and beliefs, which is the backbone of Ameri- 
can principles. In reeognizing the need of 
expounding these religions, however, along 
with Greek mythology and Roman gods, it is 
hard for any thinking man to see. why it is 
not also as important to expound the sciences 
of evolution—but that subject is taboo, for 
a few years, at least, in that country. 

The Tennessee State Board of Education 
has authorized the teaching of the Bible in all 
the. schools. The following resolution was 
adopted on the motion of Governor Paey: 

‘Resolved, That the Board of Education of 
Tennessee hereby approves the inclusion of the 
Bible in the currieulum of elective studies for 
which schools may give credit. 

"To this end the Commissioner of Fduca- 
tion is authorized to appoint a committee of 
five representatives of the Protestant, Cath- 
olice and Jewish faiths of our state, all of 


which have the Bible as the basis of their 


moral and spiritual instruction, to formulate 
-a syllabus of Bible study, and a plan for 
teaching same, which committee shall report 


as promptly as convenient to the State Board 


of Edueation for final approval of its recom-

The increasing death toll of the reckless 
motorist leaves the public impatient for the 
full report of the committee on causes of ac- 
cidents of the national conference on street 
and highway safety ealled by Secretary 
Hoover. A solution is desired irrespective of 
its source. 

In advance of the conference the recom- 
mendation was made that in the case of-per- 
sistent speeders and violators of traffic safety 
regulations they shall be examined by a 
psychiatrist or psychologist to determine their 
fitness to drive an automobile. 

Why go to the expense and _inconvenience 
of employing an expert examiner? The fact 
that a man is an inveterate lawbreaker is 
enough to prove him incapable of operating 
an automobile properly “and with safety to 
others. As well propose in the ease of the 
professional pickpocket to have his fitness 
to be abroad determined by a psychiatrist. 

Not every motorist who runs down and 
kills a pedestrian is deserving of punishment, 
for the responsibility for traffic accidents can 
not always be laid to the door of the auto- 
mobile. Theer are unavoidable accidents, and 
negligence and recklessness is as prevalent 
among pedestrians’ as among automobilists. 
But there are irresponsible drivers’ of motor 
vehicles who should be deprived of the driv- 
er’s rights. Fines and imprisonment may cure 
some of them but others will menace traffic 
as long as they are permitted behind the 
wheel.

BORDERLINE 10 
BE WELL GUARDED 


No longer will the automobile 
thief be able to dash across the 
international border line of the 
southwest with his plunder, safe 
from molestation. Under’ the 
agreement reached aé a recent in- 
ternational conference, the Mekxi- 
can military and peace authorities 
-will co-operate fully with the 
American. officials. 

The meeting was presided over 
by General Abelardo L. Rodriguez, 
governor of Lower California, and 
included R. H. Colvin of the 
United States Department of Jus- 
tice, Captain J. E. Ervin of the 
Los Angeles police department, 
and Walter E. Wood, head of the 
theft bureau of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California. Mex- 
ican officials included A. Murua 
Martinez, Secretary of State, and 
Francisco Peralta, Inspector Gen- 
eral of Police of Lower California. 

While cordial relations have al- 
ways existed between officials of 
Lower California, Mexico, and the 
State of California, U.S.A., the 
conference resulted in- the estab- 
lishment for the first time of a 
definite and concerted plan of ac- 
tion against motor vehicle thieves 
and a determination to make im- 
possible their activities. Nearly 
8,000 automobiles were stolen last 
year in Los Angeles city alone, 
and although more than 75 per 
cent were recovered by the au- 
vhorities, losses from this cause 
are still regarded as too heavy. 
Tt is expected through the co-oper- 
ation of the officials of the two 
nations that the future pathway 
of automobile thieves along the 
border will be. difficult and un- 
profitable.

Anticipating the record 
grape crop in California, the 
estimated production is.placed 
at 1,989,000 tons as compared 
to 1,550,000 tons last year, ac- 
cording to a report issued by 
ithe Santa Fe yesterday. 
Traffic officials of the gen- 
jeral offices of the company in 
| Chicago and Topeka, claim the 
movement of the California 
crop is progressing satisfac- 
torily. It is expected the vol- 

e of shipments will exceed 
that of last season, as the sell- 
ing period will be samewhat 
longer because of retarded 
| ahadinedty of the fruit in sev- 
eral districts of the state due 
to cool and rainy weather. The 
recent rains throughout the 
southern part of the state are 
now not claimed to have caused 
nearly as much damage as first 
predicted. In most sections, it 
is claimed the steady and even 
precipitation was beneficial. 

Deciduous fruit production 
has shown steady increases, 
Santa Fe traffic officials claim. 
Peaches shipped total 397,000 
tons as‘compared with 320,000 
tons last year; pears, 152,000, 
compared’ with 133,000 tons in 
1924; apricots, 150,000 tons as 
compared to 137,000- tons; 
prunes, 147,000 tons, compared 
with 139,000 tons; plums, 52,- 
000 tons, compared with 39,- 
000 tons. 

Federal and state agricultu- 
ral departments report — pros- 
peets indicating an . orange 
crop of 22,200,000 boxes. for 
next season, a slight increase 
over the production last year. 
The lemon prospects are slight- 
ly above the 10-year average. 
The 1924-25 citrus crop, prac- 
tically all marketed, was valu- 
ed at $85,000,000, which is the 
state’s highest record. 

' Harvesting of a normal cel- 
éry crop has started and the 
reports on the cotton crop are 
better than in past years.

The American Legion, con- 
vened at Omaha, has ‘been 
highly honored by having 
President Coolidge go 1800 
miles to be present, and the 
President gaye one of the fin- 
est speeches he ever made, at 
this time. The following is 
part of his speech which won 
wild acclaim from the Legion: 

‘“Mr. Commander and Mem- 
bers of the American Legion: 
It is a high privilege to sit as 
a member of this convention. 
Those who exercise it have 
been raised to the rank of a 
true nobility. It is a mark of 
personal merit which did not 
come by right of birth but by 
right of conquest. No one 
can ever question your title as 
patriots. No one can ever 
doubt the place of affection 
and honor which you hold ‘for- 
evermore in the heart of the 
nation. Your right to be here 
results from what you dared 
and what you did and the sac- 
rifices which you made for our 
common country. It is all a 
glorious story of American en- 
terprise and American valor. 

‘The magnitude of the. ser- 
vice which you rendered tod 
your country and to humanity 
is beyond estimation. Sharp 
outlines here and there we 
know, but the whole account 
of the World War would be 
on a seale so stupendous that 
it could never be recordéd. 

‘“When we look over the 
rest of the world, in spite of 
all its devastation there is en- 
couragement to believe it is on 
firmer moral foundation than 
it was in 1914.. Much of the 
old despotism has been swept 
away. While some of it comes 
creeping back disguised. under 
new names, no one can doubt 
that the general admission of 
the right of the people to self- 
government has made tremen- 
dous progress in nearly every 
quarter of the globe. 

‘Among some of the vary- 
ing racial, religious and social 
groups of our people there 
have been manifestations of 
an intolerance of opinion, a 
narrowness of outlook, a fixity 
of judgment, against which we 
may well be warned. It is 
not easy to conceive of- any- 
thing that would be more for- 
tunate in a community based 
upon the ideals of which Amer- 
icans boast than any consider- 
able. development of intoler- 
ance as regards religion. : 

“The war brought a great 
test of our experiment in am- 
algamating. three varied factors 
into a real nation, with the 
ideals and aspirations of a un-) 
ited people. None. was except- 
e& from the obligation _

ligions, and nationalities of the 
world were represented in the 
armed forees of this nation, as 
they were in the body of our 


cial origin, his political opin- 
ion, or his religious convie- 
tions. Immigrants and sons 
of immigrants from the Cen- 
tral European countries fought 
side by side with those who de- 
seended from the countries 
which were our allies; with 
the sons of equatorial Africa; 
and with the Red Men of our 
own aboriginal population, all 
of them equally proud of the 
name ‘Americans.’’ 

The Legionnaires are ac- 
claiming him tonight as_ the 
great American. National 
Commander Drain placed him 
even ahead of Lincoln, declar- 
ing that he now ranks as the 
country’s greatest President 
since George Washington. 

In some respects the Presi- 
dent’s appreciation of the Le- 
gionaires approached in sim- 
ple dignity and unmeasured 
beauty and power, the Gettys- 
burg speech. For example:

convention sit silent without 
a single hand-clap when the 
President uttered a cardinal 
principle of . the . republican 
form of government—unbend- 
ing opposition to militarism. | | 


He said: | 


‘*Whenever the military | 
power! starts dictating to the 
civil authorities, by whatao- | 
ever means adopted, the lib-! 
erties of the country are be-| 
ginning to end. National de-' 
fense should at all times be: 
supported, but any form of. 
militarism should be resisted.” |

Officials of the San Bernardino 
office of the State Highway Com- 
mission are being “congratulated 
for their successful efforts in 
(proving that the desert is not al- 
ways as dry as it seems. - 

Crews of men, working under 
the supervision of EB. Q. Sullivan, 
division engineer, recently struck 
water in a shaft 92 feet below 
the surface of the hot sands of 
the Open Valley district, in the 
Imperial County sand hills. 

Water was discovered at a point 
in the center of the barren coun- 
try, on the interstate highway con- 
necting California and Arizona by 
the Yuma route. The flow, which 
is averaging 500 gallons a minute, 
has created quite-a stir among 
tourists who stop to gaze at the 
six-inch stream of water rushing 
from the heart of the desert. 

According to Engineer Sullivan, 


the water is clear and cool and. 


apparently free from alkali and 
other chemicals. Samples are be- 
ing analyzed by state chemists in 
Sacramento, he said. 

Mr. Sullivan explained that the 
well was drilled for the purpose 
of securing water to mix with 
cement in the construction of a 
paved highway to replace the pres- 
ent plank road. If no water had 
been found, it would have neces- 
sitated the pouring of ‘huge -con- 
crete slabs at some inland town, 
and these cured slabs would be 
hauled many miles to their proper 
places’ along the route, where 
they would be fitted together into 
a wide, smooth roadway. 

If the cement can be mixed at 
the central point where the water 
shaft was drilled, it is quite likely 
that the original plan of laying 
the road in “slabs” or sections 
will be adopted nevertheless, so 
that pavement may be moved from 
one location to another when 
shifting sand dures make this 
necessary. 

No probable date for the com- 
pletion of the proposed paved 
thoroughfare has been set.

Repeats After 10 Years 


Just ten years atter a jury in 
Judge George R. Holbrook’s court 
acqiitted him of a - bootlegging 
charge, Otis Vestal, Chino ranch- 
er, was again freed of a similar 
charge Friday when the same 
judge at a preliminary examina- 
tion, ruled that.there was insuf- 
ficient evidence to assure the 
rancher’s conviction in the super- 
ior court on a charge of violating 
the Wright Act. 

Vestal was arrested last January 
on complaint of Daniel Zans, who 
testified in court today that after 
finding. his sister intoxicated and 
learning that the liquor had been 
procured from Vestal, he went to 
the rancher’s house and there 
purchased a bottle of whiskey 
with a marked $5 bill. , 

The following day Marshal Hick 
man Mogle of Chino went to the 
rancher’s home armed with a 
search warrant, but was ablé to 
find only a gallon bottle half full 
of asserted wine. E. A. Ledyard, 
a chemist, testified that analysis 
showed this to contain less than 
one per cent of alcohol and he 
declared it unfit for beverage pur- 
poses. It developed in court that 
the marked bill never came to 
light after it was alleged to have 
passed into the hands of Vestal. 

Vestal was arrestei on a liquor 
charge in 1915, together with Mrs. 
Ida Murphy Brown, now Mrs. Ves- 
tal,; who at the time caused a 
mild sensation in court when she 
openly accused Special Officer 
Charles Ward,.appearing as a wit- 
néss against her, of having “done” 
her out of money she had earned 
years before as a nursemaid -in 
his home. At that time, the wo- 
man weighed upwards of 300 
pounds and her girth has so in- 
creased since that she was unable 
to take an armchair on the wit- 
ness stand when called upon to 
testify. ‘ 

Deputy District Attorney A. S. 
Maloney prosecuted the case and 
Attorney Archie D. Mitchell, who 
represented him ten years ago, ap- 
peared for the defendant. The 
case was transferred from Chino 
to the Ontario court on request of 
Vestal.

GROWERS WARNED 
AGAINST JACK FROST 


Early frost and an extremely 
cold winter is predicted for the 
winter of '25°26 by one of the 
‘oremost business statistical or- 
ganizations of the country. This 
prediction is based on figures gath- 
ered over a long period of years, 
coupled with astronomical observ- 
ations, which show that the sun’s 
heat has been lower than the nor- 
mal during the last three years, 
from which calculations have been 
made showing that it is more than 
reasonable to expect remarkably 
cold temperatures all through the 
early fall and winter. 

Such a prediction is, of course, 
a long time prediction,,and while 
it cannot be considered in exact- 
ly the same light as the United 
States Weather Bureau’s local 
forecast, still it should mean to 
the prudent grower that this is a 
year in which adequate measures 
for frost protection are more than 
ordinartly desirable. 

The time is past when a grow- 
er can afford to take chances with 
Jack Frost. As indicated in-«a 
story on citrus growing which ap- 
peared recently in a. national 
weekly, areas heretofore consider- 
ed frostless are all too frequently 
visited by Jack Frost without the 
slightest warning. Hence the sug- 
gestion offered by veteran grow- 
ers, advising that adequate meas- 
ures to safeguard crops from early 
frost be taken this year, is one 
that should be heeded.
